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Plastech Engineered Products, a 
company that supplies interior and 
exterior automotive plastic parts, is 
still looking to build in Romulus. 
However, they are changing the lo¬ 
cation of their proposed plant. They 
will now move into the old Shiloh 
Industries building and expand up¬ 
on the current structure. 

In February, Plastech came to 
the Romulus City Council with a 
preliminary plan to construct a 
288,000 square foot facility on the 
south side of Van Bom, between 
Inkster and Middlebelt Road. The 
plans included a 6-ft. berm and 115 
trees that would separate the facility 
from a neighboring residential area. 

They also included intentions of 
solving the drainage and utility 
problems in Royal Village Trailer 
Park, adjacent to the site, to better 
facilitate the plant. 

On May 28, Plastech representa¬ 
tive Ronald Lewis returned to the 
city council without the company’s 
developers, saying they would not 
be able to build at the originally 
proposed site. 

“Detroit Edison could not pro¬ 


vide power at the original site in a 
timely manner,” said Lewis. 

Plastech’s new building, previ¬ 
ously occupied by Shiloh Indus¬ 
tries, would require some modifica¬ 
tion. The company will add onto 
the Shiloh site, which already has 
working electrical systems in¬ 
stalled. 

Lewis called the problems with 
Edison, “Short-comings with ener¬ 
gy de-regulation”, and doesn’t 
think it will affect the company’s 
opening in Romulus. They are still 
looking to recruit a significant 
number of people for jobs and the 
facility would be a clean, quiet op¬ 
eration. 

Romulus City Council approved 
Plastech’s new plans with all in fa¬ 
vor. Councilwoman Debbie Romak 
and Chairman Randolph Gear were 
excused from the meeting and did 
not vote 

Plastech is one of the country’s 
largest minority-owned companies. 
The company supports 85 percent 
of Ford’s interior and exterior plas¬ 
tic parts. They currently have plants 
Michigan, Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Tennsesse and South Carolina. 
They have been featured in Auto¬ 
motive Industries magazine.

At¬ 
tendees will be given an opportunity 
to question each candidate, and to 
evaluate their qualifications. Fa¬ 
theree hopes that residents will also 
take the opportunity to ask each 
about how they will address the tax 
issue. 

"I feel the Board of Education's 
amount of the property tax is coun¬ 
terproductive to the economic 
growth and development of Romu¬ 
lus' new housing market,” said Fa¬ 
theree. Romulus has recently seen a 
few new developments spring up in 
the 36 square mile community. With 
very little commercial development, 
the city depends on tax revenue from 
the airport and homeowners.

Cell phones wanted

The Romulus Senior Center is 
pleased to announce that the cellular 
phone donation program is finally un¬ 
derway. For months there has been an 
attempt to implement a program 
where old cellular phones (digital or 
analog) can be donated to the center 
and would be given to “at risk” resi¬ 
dents for emergency use. 

The trouble was finding a company 
that would offer the correct calling 
plan. Premier Cellular has now offered 
their services to the center. 

Those qualified to use the phone 
are: senior citizens, battered individu¬ 
als or any person with serious medical 
problems. The phones must have a 
working battery and chaiger to be do¬ 
nated. They will remain in “Emer¬ 
gency Mode” only and will be used 
for 9-1-1 calls. 

Cellular phones are advancing 
quickly into very small, portable de¬ 
vices that can accomplish more tasks 
than a regular phone. Cellular compa¬ 
nies are offering lower and lower pay¬ 


ment plans. 

This means many residents end up 
with cellular phones in their home that 
they no longer use. Now residents can 
still put the old phones to good use by 
donating them to the center. 

Here’s how to donate a phone: 
Bring the phone with a working bat¬ 
tery and chaiger to the Recreation/Se¬ 
nior Center at 36515 Bibbins. The Ro¬ 
mulus Police Department will check 
the phones to see if they are in working 
condition. The phones will then be re¬ 
turned to the senior center and handed 
out to those who need them. 

If you qualify for a phone here’s 
how to register Fill out an application 
at the Romulus Senior Center. The 
Recreation Commission will screen 
the application. Each application will 
be anonymous for screening. 

According to Linda Norman, Di¬ 
rector of the Senior Center, the com¬ 
munity has already been quick in re¬ 
sponding to the donation process. 

“We’ve got the labor, we’ve got 
some phones coming in, all we need is 
the applicants,” said Linda Norman, 
director of the Senior Center.

cems. The board has reduced the 
millage rate by 1.5 mills for all resi¬ 
dents, but some feel it is not enough, 
especially for new home buyers. 

The citizen's group is also asking 
the Romulus City Council to develop 
a tax relief proposal that could be 
adopted in the upcoming budget for 
proposed fiscal year 2002-2003. "If 
this issue is not addressed, Romulus 
is sending the message that property 
taxes will be subsidized by new 
home sales," said Fatheree. 

The letter also makes reference to 
Romulus' lack of national chain 
restaurants, retailers, theaters or shop¬ 
ping venues. Fatheree believes that 
residents are hoping that the new 
home developments will encourage 
much needed retail and other busi¬ 
ness to the area as population increas¬ 
es, however, with the tax rate as it is, 
he doesn't see that happening. "The 
term commuting is usually reserved 
for going to work or school, unfortu¬ 
nately in Romulus, we use it to de¬ 
scribe going to the grocery store," 
said Fatheree. 

A recent report revealed that Ro¬ 
mulus homeowners pay 50.90 per 
$1,000 of a house’s taxable value in 
the district, while the neighboring 
communities of Westland and Wood- 
haven pay less than $40.00. A com¬ 
parison chart shows a home with an 
SEV of $61,128 in Romulus would 
pay $3,111 in property taxes, in 
Westland that homeowner would pay 
$2,203 and in Woodhaven, $2,377. 

"Just as policies are created and 
revised to encourage new business to 
Romulus, for the community to 
grow, homeowners need the same 
considerations," said Fatheree. He 
encourages any resident concerned 
with the tax situation in the city to at¬ 
tend the June 6 forum.

Student stock-pickers hit jackpot

They’re in the money, on paper 
that is. 

Tanya Dillin, Clint Evans, and 
Brandi Garlick were big winners in 
the Stock Market Game played by 
schools across Michigan this year. 
That wasn’t an easy task consider¬ 
ing the roller coaster ride on Wall 
Street the entire year. 


All students in the money man¬ 
agement class at Belleville High 
School had the opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in the Stock Market 
Game. 

The game, an investment simu¬ 
lation, gave teams of students 
$100,000 to invest over a 10-week 
period. 

This semester Dillin, Evans and 
Garlick finished 14th out of 566 
teams in Southeast Michigan and 


17th out of 931 teams in the state. 

Students participating in the 
class were taught the basics of in¬ 
vesting in the stock market and 
used several Web sites to research 
their stock choices. 

The three whiz kids made a 
profit of $11,726 during the ten- 
week simulation. 

Most of the profitable stock 
purchased was General Motors. 

Wall Street here they come! 


Tbachers gathered in large num¬ 
bers last week to blast the Plymouth- 
Canton school board for what they 
termed “lack of communication from 
the top.” 

Angry over a reading test foisted 
upon them at the last minute, teach¬ 
ers from nearly every elementary 
school in the district filled the gym 
and spilled into the hallway to have 
their chance to gripe at the board. 

According to frustrated teachers, 
too may questions were left unan¬ 
swered when they were notified that 
they would be testing the reading lev¬ 
els of their students. They didn’t know 
when it was going to be implemented, 
who was going to be giving it, how it 
was going to be administered or 
where in each building the test would 
be administered. 

The Michigan Department of Ed¬ 
ucation mandated that each district 
test their students for the purpose of 
determining if the students were 
reading at their proper grade level. 
However; the problem wasn’t with the 
state requirements, but the manner 
in which “the downtown office” chose 
the test they would use, and how they 
implemented the test. 

Some of the concerns district 
teachers have are: lack of time to ad¬ 
minister the test; the tests’ subjectivi¬ 
ty; the tests’ inconsistency; lack of 
valid results; testing students’ 
achievement beyond current grade 


levels; lack of substitute teacher to al¬ 
low administration of tests; no class¬ 
room supervision while teachers are 
in the hallway testing; and the inabili¬ 
ty to compare tests between the 
grade levels. 

Most of the teachers complained 
that the board wasn’t hearing them, 
only politely listening to them. Teach¬ 
ers complained that if the board con¬ 
tinued to ignore them, the board 
would have a serious problem. 

Lori Andrews, Bentley Elementary 
teacher, told the board that Bentley 
used 513 hours to administer the test 
to their students. She questioned the 
results of test given in the hallways by 
teachers who have to spend much of 
the time monitoring the students in¬ 
side the classroom and in testing a 
student that is more concerned about 
what they are missing. 

“Why do we spend an incredible 
amount of money to get questionable 
results?” she asked. 

Concerned about the curriculum 
they are unable to teach due to the 
hours spent giving the test, teachers 
demanded the board consider an al¬ 
ternative to the new reading test. 

‘What part of our regular curricu¬ 
lum should we give up?” asked Beth 
Sexton, Dodson teacher. 

That was a common theme 
among most of the teachers who ad¬ 
dressed the board, the lack of curricu¬ 
lum time due to the many tests they 


have to give within the school year. 

Barb Winn, Field Elementary 
School teacher, stressed that too 
many hours are eating classroom 
time. 

‘We must omit required portions 
of our curriculum to meeting your 
testing schedule,” she said. 

Kathleen Booher, Plymouth-Can- 
ton superintendent, told the teachers 
that the state required them to come 
up with a test last year. At that time, 
administrators chose to give all the 
tests at the same time on the same 
day, but that plan didn’t work. 

The district then had to come up 
with an alternative test. So they chose 
the current reading test, the DRA 
and QRI individual tests. 

‘We are continuing with conversa¬ 
tions, we hear your concerns,” Booher 
said. ‘We will continue to talk about 
how to address your concerns and 
still meet state and federal guide¬ 
lines.” 

Howevei; with board policy on the 
table to be changed, which could al¬ 
low for less communication and infor¬ 
mation from the administration, 
teachers just may find themselves 
even more frustrated next year 

“It has to be a powerful issue for el¬ 
ementary teachers to unite,” said 
Miller teacher Iferry McCallis. 

United they may be, but whether 
or not they get results remains to be 
seen

The Visteon manager seeks one of 
two seats up for grabs in June 10 
school board election against Clifford 
Hill, Joanne Lamar, Robert Nelson, 
Richard Kucharski-Ham, Sailesh Pa¬ 
tel, William Pratt, Carol Saunders, and 
Phillip Sugg. Other candidates ’ pro¬ 
files appeared in previous issues. A 
few candidates did not return our 
calls. 

“I will focus on returning the public 
to the public school process,” he said. 
‘This can be accomplished by encour¬ 


aging debate among community 
members, the board and school dis¬ 
trict administrators.” 

He will also be seeking to continue 
his record of fiscal responsibility in 
school district spending, he said. 

“These are issues where I have a 
proven history of leadership during his 
prior term as school board trustee and 
two-year service as school board presi¬ 
dent,” he said. “During my term as a 
school board trustee, I actively en¬ 
gaged the community and school ad¬ 
ministration in open, public debate in 
an effort to ensure that all viewpoints 
were heard, even those that were con¬ 
trary to my own” 

Horvath was instrumental in lead¬ 


ing the board to work with the Class 
Size Action Partnership to significant¬ 
ly reduce elementary class sizes, he 
said. 

“This partnership between a par¬ 
ent-led community group and the 
school board demonstrated my ability 
and willingness to aggressively engage 
in open debate between the commu¬ 
nity and the board to find creative so¬ 
lutions to difficult problems,” he said. 

Horvath also led the successful 
Bond campaign for Discovery Middle 
School, which was overwhelmingly 
approved by voters in October; 1998. 

In addition to these efforts, Hor¬ 
vath’s previous term on the board was 
marked by a keen focus on the distric¬ 


t’s fiscal accountability to its taxpay¬ 
ers, he said. 

“By making district financial data 
open and easily accessible, the com¬ 
munity was able to provide the board 
with well-informed priorities for dis¬ 
trict spending” he said. “The process 
created a district Finance Committee 
that utilized fiscally knowledgeable 
community members to provide addi¬ 
tional insight on the district’s financial 
processes.” 

During his candidacy, Horvath 
seeks interested community mem¬ 
bers to provide to discuss issues with 
'him either one on one or group set¬ 
tings. He will be providing the oppor¬

"Scrubbin and Bubbles will 
introduce a new concept in coin- 
operated laundries," he said, "so we're 
implementing creature comforts and 
conveniences that no other coin 
laundry ofFers." 

Instead of being left with nothing to 
do but watch laundry rotate in 
machines, Scrubbin and Bubbles' 
patrons can catch rays in standup Hex 
II tanning booths, play computer 
games or check their E-mail on 
computers, drink cappuccino or 
flavored-coffees at an espresso bar, or 
plump down on sofas and watch a 
wide-screen TV in a lounge. 

"You no longer have to waste time at 
a laundry," he said. 

Though offering an innovative 
concept, Scrubbin and Bubbles offers 


traditional values: competitive prices, 
friendly service, abundant amenities, 
and cleanliness. 

Patrons can save money in the 
laundry by taking advantage of the 
longer drying cycles and larger 
machines, including only 80-pound 
washers, great for washing 
comforters. 

"We have high-quality high-speed 
equipment - the best in the business," 
Jeff said. 

Amenities include 80 quiet washers, 
wide aisles, bright lighting, and 
folding tables with tall sides to provide 
complete privacy. Shaped like library 
carrels, the tables shield patrons' 
intimate garments from view. 

If help is needed, attendants are on¬ 
site to provide laundry sendee with a 
smile, including accepting drop-otT 
laundry and dry cleaning by the pound. 

Long hours and competitive prices 
make Scrubbin and Bubbles’ drop-otT 
laundry attractive to people who work 
in Westland. For example, Scrubbin 
and Bubbles cleans queen-size 
comforters for $7.50. 

"We will do a quality job," said Jeff, 
who owned Club Cleaners, a dry 
cleaners in Westland, for six years. 
"Clothes will come back with all their 
buttons, with all spots removed, and 
with no double creases." 

State-of-the-art Hex II standup 
tanning booths with attached change

Once again, competitive prices — 10 
cents per-minute instead 12 — should 
lure computer users to Scrubbin and 
Bubbles.

Since the cafe’s counter overlooks the 
lounge, coffee drinkers can sip and 
watch the wide-screen TV.

We endorse Hill, Horvath, Madonna in highly 
contested Plymouth-Canton school board 
race; Weaver choice in Wayne-Westiand 


Schools across Michigan will hold board elec¬ 
tions on June 10, providing an opportunity for res¬ 
idents to choose those they believe will best serve 
their districts and childrea 

We would encourage voters to set aside time 
on Monday to vote for their candidates of choice. 
After reviewing information and talking to the 
candidates one-on-one, here is a list of candidates 
Michigan Community Newspapers endorses. 

In Plymouth-Canton, where interest in schools 
appears to run higher than in other communities, 
several candidates have surfaced for three posi¬ 
tions that are up for grabs. MCN asks voters to 
approve Clifford Hill and Mark Horvath for two 
four-year terms and Debbie Madonna for the one- 
year seat. 

Hill supports improving the district’s commu¬ 
nications to the public, making the district more 
fiscally responsible and providing quality pro¬ 
grams for students. He graduated with highest 
honors with a mathematics degree from Purdue 
University. He currently works as an IT Portfolio 
Manager at Ford Motor Co. 

One of his pet projects is TAG, a program for 
talented and gifted students that is being debat¬ 
ed by the board. And when it comes to communi¬ 
cation, Hill has said, “It appears that the adminis¬ 
tration is not interested in the views of the com¬ 
munity.” 

A desire to make Plymouth-Canton account¬ 
able to the public has prompted former school 
board president Mark Horvath to toss his hat in 
the ring again. A manager at Visteon, Horvath 
would like to focus on fiscal responsibility. 

Horvath holds a degree in metallurgical engi¬ 
neering from Michigan Tech. He fondly recalls the 
creation of “a district finance committee that uti¬ 
lized fiscally knowledgeable community members 
to provide insight on the district’s financial 
processes” as a communication avenue he creat¬ 
ed while he was on the board, and something he 
would like to re-institute. 

Debbie Madonna is very much a community 
activist. Married with three children, she has 
served as Plymouth Music in the Park chaiiper- 
son, a member of the Karmanos Cancer Institute, 
Marian Women’s Center, St. Mary Mercy Hospital 
Advisory Board, Plymouth Community Arts 
Council, and the Plymouth-Canton School Com¬ 
munity Council 

Madonna criticizes the district for saying that 
they are on sound financial ground, but then 
turning around and laying off teachers. “What 
message are we sending to our teachers when the 
board demonstrates a willingness to terminate 
their jobs without researching alternatives?” she 


asks. 

In Romulus, 
four candidates 
are campaign¬ 
ing heavily for 
two four-year 
spots on the 
Board. The can¬ 
didates are Troy LaPorte, Kenneth Mientkiewicz, 
Celeste Roscoe and Rendell Wooden. Although 
ail are qualified, we endorse Mientkiewicz and 
Rendell. 

Mientkiewicz, like his three opponents, is a life¬ 
long resident of Romulus, having graduated from 
Romulus Kgh School and receiving a masters in 
guidance and counseling from Eastern Michigan 
University. He has taught at the former Cherry 
Hill School District and Wayne-Westiand. He re¬ 
tired in 1998. 

A former Romulus Planning Commissioner, 
Mientkiewicz currently sits on the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. His platform is two-fold: provide more 
courses for college bound students and curb ex¬ 
cessive spending. “Certain salaries are not in 
alignment with surrounding school districts,” he 
said. 

Wooden has been employed as an elections 
clerk for 28 year in the City of Romulus. She is re¬ 
sponsible for the admiiiistration of all elections 
within the city. She hopes to provide strong lead¬ 
ership by reducing the Homestead property tax 
and emphasizing student achievement. 

In Wayne-Westiand, one seat is up for grabs. 
Two candidates, Fred Weaver and Carol Gillen- 
tine, are vying for the four-year position. We en¬ 
dorse Weaver. 

Weaver has clear and precise ideas as to where 
he would like to see the district go, and is willing 
to work hard to help achieve those goals. His in¬ 
volvement with the Hamilton PTA and its pro¬ 
grams to raise funds has provided Weaver with 
experience that will be beneficial in helping solve 
district financial problems, and in setting district 
budgets. 

Three candidates are seeking two seats in Van 
Buren. We endorse David Peer and Victor Hogan. 
Peer an incumbent, has the experience necessary 
to continue seeing the district through trying 
times. Peer recognizes that student achievement 
must be the number one goal, and would like to 
continue to press that issue with the administra¬ 
tion. 

Hogan has the employment, educational and 
community background necessary to make him 
an asset to the board. He stresses a need for 
smaller class sizes and improved facilities.

Time for me to eat crow. Just 
don’t cook it in the incinerator. 

Five weeks ago, I compared 
Westland’s credibility on the pro¬ 
posed .6-mil sanitation tax to the 
credibility of O.J. Simpson’s advice 
to murder suspect Robert Blake. 

“The manure was no less deep,” I 
said. 

O.J. had piled on manure to save 
his life, I said, while “Westland’s gov¬ 
ernment piled it up to mask their 
denial of the incinerator scam, 
which costs the city an extra $1.6 
million a year (or four fire trucks or 
20 firefighters), and to cover up their 
continued protection of the original 
scammers [who burdened taxpay¬ 
ers with white elephant that spews a 
nasty plume out of its skyward 
trunk] — whoever they may be.” 

And then I asked voters to turn 
down the millage request “unless 
the council has seriously consulted 
with . . . attorneys [specializing in 
changing or busting incineration 
contracts] 

But the manure turns out to be 
mine, not the city’s, and I now ask 
voters to support the tax increase. 

Recent_actions by Mayor ’Sandy 
Cicirelli and Westland City Council 
members have convinced me that 
the city is making good faith efforts 


to defang the bloodsucking incinera¬ 
tor contract, a contract that costs 
Westland $62 per-ton to bum a ton 
of garbage, five to six times the go¬ 
ing rate. 

The good faith efforts came to 
fruit last Monday, when Mayor Ci¬ 
cirelli wrote a letter to Frank. An- 
dracchi. Central Wayne Energy Re¬ 
covery Limited Partnership’s vice 
president, asking him to sit down 
and talk turkey in early June. 

“I am writing to request a meet¬ 
ing with you to discuss renegotia¬ 
tion of the contract, especially as it 
relates to the charges to the City of 
Westland,” she wrote. “We request 
that the meeting with you and your 
representatives take place as soon 
as possible.” 

In a phone conversation, Cicirelli 
called the meeting a first step; a first 
step that Constellation will take 
with Westland, according to Joe 
Skruch, Constellation’s financial 
manager. 

l “We will get our team together 
and meet with her side,” he said. 

Cicirelli is looking for a price 
break and for more compliance with 
i-the contract. One compliance issue 
is the incinerator’s failure to provide 
Westland, Wayne, Inkster, Garden 
City, and Dearborn Heights — the 



nanced the incinerator — with their 
own garbage drop-off lane. Another 
issue is the timeliness of the inciner¬ 
ator’s tax payments. 

If the contract can’t be renegoti¬ 
ated, Westland is prepared to take a 
second step. 

Cicirelli and the city council bud¬ 
geted $15,000 to pay for expert help 
in changing the contract to benefit 
of Westland’s taxpayers. 

Passage of the five-year millage 
will give the strapped city some 
breathing room while it tries to rene¬ 
gotiate or break the contract, saving 
the city up to $1.6 million a year in 
garbage disposal costs. . ^ , r rrf 

For rising to the challenge of try¬ 
ing to correct a ruinous contract ap¬ 
proved by an earlier less astute may¬ 
or and city council. Mayor Cicirelli 
tod the current council members 
need voters’ support for the Aug. 6 
garbage millage.

Making voter fraud convenient 


If a bill introduced in the Michi¬ 
gan House of Representatives by 
five Democrat legislators becomes 
law (HB 4161), ballots could be cast 
(and counted) by persons who have 
never been seen by an election offi¬ 
cial or appeared at a local voting 
precinct. 

Under current Michigan law, per¬ 
sons who register to vote by mail 
(with certain limited exceptions) 
must appear in person at the local 
precinct the first time they vote. Af¬ 
ter that they could cast absentee 
ballots. 

HB 4161, sponsored by Repre¬ 
sentatives Sheltrown, Spade, Lipsey, 
Bovin and Dennis, would change 
the law to allow those registering by 
mail to vote by absentee ballot even 
the first time. 

The intent of the current law re¬ 
quiring an initial appearance at the 
local precinct is twofold. First it al¬ 
lows precinct workers to verify that 
there is a real person associated 
with the name on the voter registra¬ 
tion listing. Secondly (at least in the¬ 
ory) it allows the signature on the 
sign-in slip each voter is required to 
fill out with the signature on that 



person?s application for voter regis¬ 
tration. 


Requests for absentee ballots are 
routinely honored for anyone claim¬ 
ing to be out of town on Election 
Day. Once a person has voted by ab¬ 
sentee ballot, most City Clerk?s of¬ 
fices automatically send that person 
an absentee ballot at the next elec¬ 
tion. 

HB 4161 would make fraudulent 
voter registrations almost impossi¬ 
ble to detect. But, according to a 
long-time precinct worker in Ann 
Arbor; there is already a huge glitch 
in the system. 

Originally, new voters could only 
be registered by authorized "regis¬ 
trars" who turned the applications in 
to the City Clerk, which then be¬ 
came a part of the record available 
to precinct workers at election time. 
This allowed comparison of the sig¬ 


nature on the application with that 
on the sign-in slip on Election Day. 

Since the Congress mandated 
that persons applying for driver?s li¬ 
censes and automobile registrations 
be allowed to register to vote at that 
state office (the so-called motor-vot¬ 
er law) applications with original sig¬ 
natures of the applicants are no 
longer forwarded to local election of¬ 
ficials. 

While, under current law, 
precinct workers can verify that a re¬ 
al person is voting, in many cases 
they no longer have the original sig¬ 
nature of the person for comparison 
with that on the sign-in slip. All the 
person showing up to vote has to 
know is the name, address and date 
of birth that appears on the voter 
registration list. 

There is a remedy to this prob¬ 
lem which is simply to require that 
voter registration applications with 
the original signature be forwarded 
to local election officials. 

The right to vote is the founda¬ 
tion of our constitutional republic. 
Implicit in that right is that our 
votes should not be diluted or nulli¬ 
fied by fraudulent votes. 


Mow your lawn for $50? I hate 
mowing the lawn, but I’m not ready 
to pay $50 to have it done.

To the editor. 

At the May 21 public hearing 
concerning the proposed Wayne 
budget, Councilman Bob Dickerson 
rambled on for well over an hour 

He was arguing with Judge 
Archibald about budget-mandated 
staff reductions for the court. He ar¬ 
gued that all departments were re¬ 
quired to reduce personnel and trim 
their budgets. The reduction of 
court personnel by two was needed 
to operate the City in the black and 
maintain a 5 percent contingency 
fund. 

We have a cash reserve amount¬ 
ing to 5 percent of the budget. This 
is prudent management of the cities 
resources and it is also an “almost” 
requirement of the bonding compa¬ 
nies. This gives us a favorable rating 
in order to give us better interest 
rates when we sell bonds to build 
new buildings. 

Dickerson managed to obtain a 
concession from the judge when she 
agreed to tiy to produce more rev¬ 
enue by increasing the fine amount 
per ticket. This was in exchange for 
keeping one of the two workers, 
leaving the juvenile program and 
community work program intact. 

Doing a little work with a sharp 
pencil shows that the projected in¬ 
crease in revenue would be around 
$50,000. Mr Zech pointed out that in 
order to keep the staff and the two 
programs, it would take an increase 
of $71,000 in ticket revenues to bal¬ 
ance the court budget. 

Of course, this is only if the tick¬ 
ets are written by the police and the 
fines collected by the court. At least 
$21,000 will have to come out of the 
contingency fund to make up the 
difference, maybe more. 

Next up to the podium is the fire 
department budget. The fire budget 
called for leaving vacant two fire¬ 
fighter positions. The proposed bud¬ 
get also called for leaving vacant a 
fourth Lieutenant position. 

What’s wrong with this picture? 

At this point, Councilman Dick¬ 
erson did a complete about-face on 
exercising budget restraint. He 
made a motion to add a firefighter 
and a fourth Lieutenant to the fire 
budget. 

For another hour, Councilman 
Dickerson reasoned, argued and 
pleaded that these increases were 
necessary to maintain staff level 
promised by the City. He further im¬ 
plied that this would reduce the 
cash balance by only $55,000.

City Manager John Zech remind¬ 
ed the councilman that his math 
was wrong. John Zech said, “Cost of 
benefits has to be included. When 
pay goes up, so does the cost of ben¬ 
efits.” 

After all of the dust had settled, 
the cost of the increased fire staff 
would be $77,000. Fortunately, the 
motion died 3-4, with Mayor 
Haidous, and council members 
McEachem, Lentine, and Kelly cast¬ 
ing the no votes. 

Fiscal responsibility by the city 
manager’s staff and the city council 
is a must. You cannot keep giving 
away the company store and expect 
to operate the city in a responsible 
manner. When you and I get our 
paycheck, we operate within those 
amounts. We have to stop spending 
when the money is gone. The city 
must operate the same way. 

I reminded the council of some¬ 
thing Senator Everett Dirkson said 
so long ago, “A billion here and a bil¬ 
lion there and pretty soon you’re 
talking big money.” Well, $50,000 here 
and $50,000 there and pretty soon 
you’re talking big money 

To quote former Councilwoman 
Powser, “It’s your money folks.” It is 
indeed. 

May I further remind the citizens 
of Wayne that we would not be in 
this budget mess had fiscal responsi¬ 
bility governed the council’s deci¬ 
sions in recent times. Against John 
Zech’s recommendation, the council 
voted to sell only $5.2 million in 
bonds, not the $5.9 million recom¬ 
mended. Well, the interim fire sta¬ 
tion cost $5.9 million dollars to build. 
John Zech then had to come up 
with $700,000 to offset the difference 
in the cost of the interim fire station 
and the bonds sold. 

There is still to be reckoned with, 
the cost of converting the interim 
fire station to DPW usage. 

Put that $700,000 with the 


$365,000 paid for the unneeded lot 
on Ash Street, almost triple the as¬ 
sessed value. 

The fire station could have been 
built on Wayne and Clinton with no 
need for an interim station, thus re¬ 
moving the necessity of paying for 
the Ash Street house. 

Think about it. The city could 
have sold the fire station property 
and the extra lot already with it, for 
the same price as they would have 
paid for the property on Wayne and 
Clinton. That property was offered 
to the city for $360,000 before the 
purchase of the Ash Street property 
The purchase price could have been 
a wash, even Steven. 

Then there’s the $300,000 given 
to Newberry Square. Total them all 
up and it amounts to $1,365,000. If 
the city still had that money there 
would no need for budget cuts. 
There would be no reduction in per¬ 
sonnel. There would be no need to 
reduce some programs, nor would 
we be reducing the hours of opera¬ 
tion of the State Wayne Theater. 

Shirley Powser wanted a couple 
of heads on the platter for a figure 
far less than that. 

Can you see what is happening, 
have you figured out what is going 
on? Pardon me folks, but according 
to my figures, we are going to end up 
paying over $11 million dollars for a 
$1 million dollar fire station. That is 
not what anyone of sound mind 
could call fiscal responsibility in any 
way, shape or form. 

All of this is going on while rev¬ 
enue sharing from the state has 
gone way down and the end is not 
yet in sight.

So impressed, that the Eagles 
pounded out 15 hits to support 
starting and winning pitcher Josh 
Phillips who fired a five-hitter to 
shoot down the Willow Run Flyers, 
7-3, in the first round of the playoffs. 

Phillips, a southpaw, fanned sev¬ 
en and walked five to chalk up his 
team’s 14th and final victoiy of the 
2002 campaign.

Belleville beats Truman, 
loses to Kennedy in finals 


Livonia Churchill did the 
unimaginable to Westland John 
Glenn and Coach Todd Duffield. 
The Chargers eliminated the host 
in the first-round of the Class A 
district baseball championships, 9- 
7. That loss ended the Westland 
high school season. 

Considered by many as the 
best team in the area this season, 
Glenn wound up with an out¬ 
standing 23-8 won-lost record 
and a third of the Lakes Division 
crown in the Western Lakes Con¬ 
ference. 

“To say I’m disappointed would 
be the understatement of the sea¬ 
son,” said Duffield after the sea- 
son-ending loss.

Churchill jumped on losing 
pitcher Brandon Ajlouny for a run 
in the opening inning, then added 
three more in the second before 
the Westlanders took two of them 
back in the bottom of the inning. 
The Rockets tied the game at four 
in the fifth before the Chargers 
replied with their decisive five-run 
outburst in the sixth.

Duffield said. “He was hit pretty 
hard.” 

Morariarty was relieved by Paul 
Wozniakl who finished up and got 
credit for the victory. 

The two Churchill pitchers 
gave up a total of eight hits, three 
by Rick Verville, and a pair of sin¬ 
gles by Rutkowski. 


Committing five of eight errors 
that opened the way to a four-run 
Taylor Kennedy fifth inning, 
Belleville fell, 7-3, in the finals of the 
Class A district baseball \ layoffs 
staged at Kennedy High School 
Saturday afternoon.

Beasley leads Romulus to 5th place in state 

Sensor sprinter wins gold in 100-meters

“She’s just an exceptional ath¬ 
lete,” says Romulus track coach 
Wade Cook, of protege, Patrice 
Beasley. “This high school has pro¬ 
duced some outstanding athletes 
and she has to rank among the top, 
if not at the top.” 

Cook’s superlatives were for re¬ 
served Patrice Beasley, who led Ro¬ 
mulus to a fifth-place finish in Divi¬ 
sion 2 at the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association’s State Track 
& Field Championships staged on 
Saturday at Houseman Field in 
Grand Rapids under perfect com¬ 
peting conditions. 


Beasley not only won a gold in 
the 100-meter dash but she also an¬ 
chored the Eagles’ 400-meter relay 
team to a first place. 

“It’s incredible what she has 
done for the team and the program 
this year,” stressed the Romulus 
coach. 

Romulus amassed a total of 34 
points for its fifth place. They 
trailed only Detroit Renaissance, 
which retained the Division 2 title 
with 52 points. Ypsilanti was the 
state’s runners-up in the division 
(43), followed by Dearborn Divine 
Child (41), and Benton Harbor (36). 

Others who finished in the top 10 
in a field of more than 35 competing 
teams included: Grand Rapids 
Christian (27), Mattawan (26), 


Coopersville (22) and Chelsea (21). 

Beasley shattered the old mark 
of 12:30 in winning the 100-meter 
dash. She led the field across the 
finish line with a dazzling 12:11 
which erased the old record of 12:30 
set by Latosha Joilet of Detroit Re¬ 
naissance. 

As she has all season long, 
Beasley teamed up with Crystal 
Austin, Marika Wise, and Shaepree 
Lee to capture the coveted gold 
medal for the 400-meter relay. They 
left Ypsilanti (49.88) and Benton 
Harbor (50.08) in their wake to fight 
it out for the silver and bronze 
medals. 

Beasley also had a stunning per¬ 
formance in the 400-meter dash as 
she picked up her third medal, a 


bronze for the event. She crossed 
the finish line behind gold medalist 
Jessica Jones, of Detroit Renais¬ 
sance, who was clocked in 56.99. 
The silver was awarded to Sara 
Jane Baker of Mattawan, who card¬ 
ed a 58.55. Beasley’s 59.55 earned 
her a third place. 

Detroit Renaissance was ready 
for the Romulus challenge in the 
800-meter relay. Renaissance’s Jes¬ 
sica Jones,. Fallon Jenkins, Camilla 
Nelson and Joilet set a torrid pace 
and emerged with a winning time of 
1:42.61.
